This is a decision on the petition filed, on September 1, 2004 
(certificate of mailing dated August 30, 2004), and resubmitted on 
February 16, 2005, requesting that the above-identified application 
be accorded a filing date of April 9, 2004. 

On April 9, 2004, applicants deposited the above-identified 
application. On June 29, 2004, the Office mailed a Notice of 
.Incomplete Nonprovisional Application, stating that the application 
was deposited without a specification and that the filing date would 
be the date of receipt of the specification, including at least one 
claim. Additionally, the Notice indicated that the statutory basic 
filing fee and an oath or declaration were missing. 

On September 1, 2004 (certificate of mailing dated August 30, 2004), 
applicants submitted a Verification of Translation, 1 an executed 
Declaration and Power of Attorney, an English translation of the 
application, Figures 1A-7H, an Assignment/Recordation Form Cover 
Sheet, the statutory basic filing fee, a surcharge, claim fees, an 
assignment recordation fee, and the fee for filing a non-English 
specification. In addition, applicants submitted a copy of their

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return postcard receipt acknowledging receipt of, inter alia, 19 
pages of a Japanese language specification, claims and abstract. 

Upon review of the record, the 19 pages of the Japanese language 
specification, claims and abstract, deposited on April 9, 2004, have 
not been located among the application papers. However, the 
evidence is convincing that the application papers deposited on 
April 9, 2004, included 19 pages of a Japanese language 
specification, claims and abstract, which were subsequently 
misplaced in the United States Patent and Trademark Office. 

The Office will accord a filing date to an application meeting the 
requirements of 35 USC 111(a), even though some or all of the 
application papers, including the written description and the 
claims, are in a language other than English and hence does not 
comply with 37 CFR 1.52. A review of the application file 
reveals that the application as filed, though in Japanese, was 
entitled to a filing date of April 9, 2004. 

In view thereof, the petition is GRANTED . The requirement for a 
specification set forth in the Notice of Incomplete Nonprovisional 
Application was sent in error and is hereby vacated . Accordingly, 
the $130.00 petition fee is unnecessary and will be refunded to 
Deposit Account No. 50-2280. 

The Office of Initial Patent Examination is directed to accord the 
above-identified application a filing date of April 9, 2004, using 
the 19 pages of the Japanese language specification, claims and 
abstract submitted on September 1, 2004, as part of the original 
disclosure, and to mail a filing receipt.
